Finance  Dispute 
Scene  Clears  Up; 
UEA  Allows  Bids 

One  obstacle  in  the  path  of 
settlement  of  the  Utah  school 
finance  dispute  was  cleared  away 
Monday  when  Utah  Education 
Association  officials  agreed  to  re- 
commend that  teachers  negotiate 
for  contracts  for  the  1963  - 64 
school  year. 

The  decision  was  announced  in 
a statement  which  came  after  a 
two-hour  closed  meeting  between 
Gov.  George  D.  Clyde  and  John 
C.  Evans,  executive  secretary,  and 
Moroni  L.  Jensen,  president,  of 
the  UEA. 

THE  MEETING  Monday  was 
called  by  Gov.  Clyde  to  “clarify 
the  current  status  of  the  school 
problem.”  It  was  the  first  meet- 
ing between  Gov.  Clyde  and  UEA 
officials  since  April,  when  Gov. 
Clyde  said  he  would  not  meet 
with  UEA  officials  again  until 
they  had  something  new  to  dis- 
cuss. 

The  settlement  recommenda- 
tion is  subject  to  approval  by  the 
UEA  Board  of  Trustees,  House  of 
Delegates,  and  the  general  UEA 
membership.

Provo  Zoning 
Laws  Involve 
BYU  Students 

The  Provo  City  Commission 
will  issue  a general  statement  in 
two  weeks  regarding  enforcing 
of  zoning  laws  to  prevent  abuse 
by  BYU  students,  the  Commis- 
sion said  Tuesday. 

Action  was  taken  Monday  after 
a petition  containing  125  names 
was  received  from  homeowners 
in  the  University  Gardens  area 
of  northeast  Provo,  according  to 
Mayor  Verl  G.  Dixon. 

FKLD  FOKBliS,  1191  E.  700  N. 
and  Wilmer  Tanner,  721  N.  1200 
E.,  said  the  petition  asked  the 
city  commission  to  enforce  the 
R-5  zoning  law. 

The  ordinance  specifies  that 
only  four  roomers  or  six  “bach- 
elor” renters  could  live  in  single 
dwelling  houses.  However,  Mr. 
Porbes  said  that  as  many  as  14 
students  were  living  in  some 
dw^ellings. 

Both  men  objected  - on  the 
grounds  that  unsanitary  condi- 
tions, over-parking  and  lack  of 
supervision  had  turned  residences 
into  “barracks,”  and  that  houses 
in  the  area  were  depreciating.

Don’t  cut  that  trail  when  you 
are  taking  the  Timp  Hike!  If 
you.  do,  you  are  liable  to  come 
face  to  face  with  the  law  and  he 
will  be  dressed  like  a member  of 
the  Utah  County  Sheriff’s  Jeep 
Patrol. 

About  20  members  of  this 
organization  will  be  swarming 
around  the  mountain  guarding 
and  policing  the  trails  according 
to  their  leader  Vic  Durham.  He 
promises  that  his  men  will  crack 
down  on  those  who  endanger 
others  by  leaving  the  trails  to  | 
make  new  ones  of  their  own.  i 

Another  important  aspect  of 
their  job  on  the  mountain  will  be 
first  aid  and  rescue  work.  Dur- 
ham stated  that  he  hoped  that  the 
people  would  be  very  careful  but 
that  he  and  his  men  were  ready 
to  carry  anyone  off  the  mountain 
they  would  need  to.  Their  group 
indues  one  doctor  who  plans  to 
be  there  on  Saturday. 

If  your  injuries  aren’t  that  ser- 
ious or  if  you  can’t  find  the  doc- 
tor look  for  the  15  and  16  year 
old  boys  in  Explorer  Scout  uni- 
forms. They  are  members  of  Ex- 
plorer Post  No.  69  from  the 
Springville  9th  Ward.  Their  Post’s 
specialty  is  first  aid.  So  if  you 
suffer  from  blisters,  sunburn, 
bruises,  cuts  or  insect  bites  look 
for  the  boys  with  the  red  service 
bands  on  their  arms.  They  can 
take  care  of  you. 
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The  man  on  the  stretcher  forgot  to  follow  the  good  ad- 
vice which  Israel  Heaton  gives  on  hiking  safely.  Also, 
maybe  he  ignored  the  directions  given  him  by  members 
of  the  Jeep  patrol. 

This  may  look  like  an  easy  way  to  get  back  down  that 
long  7 miles  but  the  injuries  sustained  by  careless  hiking 
may  last  longer  than  just  the  trip  down. 

First  aid  measure  can  be  received  on  the  mountain  from 
any  member  of  the  Jeep  Patrol  or  from  the  Explorer 
Scouts  in  uniform.

To  help  students  have  an  enjoy- 
able and  safe  time  on  the  Timp 
Hike,  the  committee  has  publish- 
ed several  safety  hints  for  hikers 
which  will  be  distributed  to  stu- 
dents starting  up  the  mountain. 
“This  is  a dangerous  mountain 
for  the  dare-devil,’’  the  committee 
further  cautioned. 

The  first  admonition  for  would- 
be  Alpinists  is  to  avoid  taking 
chances.  Students  are  encouraged 
to  do  their  hiking  during  the  day, 
and  not  during  the  night. 

Also  hikers  are  discouraged 
from  getting  on  the  snow  banks 
before  sun-up.  Not  only  is  the 
glacier  dangerous  when  the  rocks 
and  uneven  surface  cannot  be 
seen  but,  according  to  Israel  Hea- 
ton, Hike  Director,  the  sliding  is 
better  after  the  sun  has  soft 


, ened  the  top  layer. 

Hikers  shouldn’t  go  near  the 
edge  of  snow  banks,  said  the  com- 
mitee,  because  of  the  danger  in- 
volved. 

Students  shouldn’t  blaze  their 
own  trails  or  roll  rocks  on  the 
mountain.  Sliding  should  be  con- 
fined to  the  glacier,  and  students 
are  discouraged  from  sliding  in 
couples  down  the  glacier. 

Timp  Hike  badges  will  not  be 
distributed  before  6 a.m.  or  after 
2:30  p.m.  The  Sheriff’s  Patrol  will 
start  clearing  the  mountain  at  3 
p.m.,  and  students  are  urged  to 
cooperate. 

First  Aid  facilities  will  be 
provided  by  Explorer  Scouts  and 
members  of  the  Utah  County  She- 
riff’s Jeep  Patrol,  who  will  be  sta- 
tioned at  intervals  along  the  trail. 
Vic  Durham  leader  of  the  Jeep 
Patrol,  reports  that  every  year 
they  'have  to  carry  several  hikers 
down  the  mountain  on  stretchers.

From  Timp  Memories  . . . 

1912  Hike  Was  Roughe 


So  you  think  it’s  rough  start- 
ing out  at  4:00  a.m.  to  hike  up 
Timpanogos?  Well,  don’t  say  so 
to  anyone  who  made  the  hike  in 
its  early  days. 

Today,  the  Timp  Hike  is  well- 
publicized  and  is  generally  con- 
ceded to  be  quite  an  achievement. 
In  its  early  years,  when  there 
was  no  Summit  Club  and  the 
major  incentive  for  going  was  to 
enjoy  the  beauty  of  nature,  it 
was  even  more  of  an  accomplish- 
ment. 

IN  1912,  when  the  first  Annual 
Timpanogos  Hike  took  place, 
there  was  no  good  road  to  Aspen 
Grove.  The  hikers  and  their  gear 
were  transported  to  Vivian  Park 
by  train.  From  there,  buckboard 
wagons  took  them  to  Aspen 
Grove.  Many  times  the  hikers 
had  to  walk  and  carry  their  gear 
as  the  wagons  negotiated  nearly 
impassable  roads. 

Spending  most  of  the  day  in 
transit,  the  party  camped  over- 
night at  Aspen  Grove.  Early  the 
next  morning,  the  22  hikers,  in- 
cluding a few  women,  started 
their  climb  to  the  summit  of
